BLACK PANTHER PARTY, 

Also Known As 

Black Panther party for Self-Defense 


According to its official newspaper, the Black 
Panthor Party (BPP) was started during December, 1966, in 
Oakland, California, to organize black people so they can 
take control of the life, politics and tho destiny of the 
black community. It was organized by Eobby Scale, BPP 
Chairman, and Huey P. Newton, BPP Minister of Defense. 

Newton was sentenced in 1968 to servo 2 to 15 years after 
being convicted of manslaughter in connection with the 
killing of an Oakland police officer. 

The official newspaper, "The Black panther," 
which further describes itself as the "Black Community 
News Service," states that the BPP advocates the use of 
guns and guerrilla tactics in its revolutionary program 
to end oppression of the black people. Residents of the 
black community are urged to arm themselves against the 
police who are consistently referred to in the publication 
As "pigs" who should be killed. 

"The Black Panthor" issue of September 7, 1968, 
contains an editorial by BPP Minister of Education, ' 

George Mason Murray, which ends with the following: 

"Black sen. Black people, colored persons of 
America, revolt everywhere! Arm yourselves. The only culture 
worth keeping is a revolutionary culture. Change. Freedom 
everywhere. Dynamite! Black Power. Use the gun. Kill 
the pigs everywhere." 

Included In the Introduction to an article appearing 
in the October 5, 1968, edition of "The Black Panther" Is 
the statement "...we will not dissent from American 
Government. We will overthrow it." 

Issues of "The Black Panther" regularly contain 
quotations from the writings of Chairman Mao Tse-tung of 
the People's Republic of China and feature Mao's statement 
that "political power grows out of the barrel of a gun,"

April 4, 1970, is the second anniversary of King's 
death. On March 24, 1970, a motion picture on King, made 
by a leading Hollywood producer, will be shown for one 
night only. The film will undoubtedly be highly emotional, 
stressing the plight of Negroes in depicting King's work 
and death. Another factor contributing to the possibility 
of violence on April 4, is the extensive antiwar activities 
scheduled in April with the expected vandalism and other 
illegal activities. In such an atmosphere of lawlessness, 
together with the emotion involved in the anniversary of 
King's death, racial activities involving similar illegal 
activities could result. 

In order that we will have sufficient information 
upon which an assessment of the possibilities of trouble 
can be made, we need information from each field office 
regarding the activities planned, the extremist influence 
and other data which might affect the violence potential.

Vhc pu: r > -e . i this memorandum is to provide policy guidance with 
respect to the showing of a film documentary on Dr. Martin Luther^, 
King. The showing will occur on March 24 , 1970 , in some l t 00^^ 
theaters * arc ugh out the country. The title of the film i^^King: 

A Film Record ... Montgomery to Memphis." The purpose of the showing 
is to honor uie memory of Dr. King and to raise funds for the 
Southern Christian Leadership Conference and the Martin Luther 
King Me.ipo.'iat Foundation, The sponsors of the showing have requested 
the official assistance of the executive agencies in promoting the 
sale of tickets. 


While the Civil Service Commission recognizes the significance 
of the film and the commendable objectives of those promoting 
its showing, the matter is one relating to fund raising within 
the executive branch and is, accordingly, controlled by Executive 
Crder 10927 and the implementing Manual. Because of this, agency 
officials and staff must not devote official time to the sale 
of, or other promotional activities concerning, tickets to the 
showing. In this regard it is not considered appropriate for 
an agency to use official property or services to aid in the advertise¬ 
ment of the tickets of any private group except those approved 
for fund raising under the Order and Manual. For example, an 
agency's official bulletin board should not be used to post notices 
of the showing and an agency's internal mail service should not 
Le used to distribute brochures. There would, however, be no 
objection to notices of the film being posted on "non-agency" 
boards soch as those that have been allowed for employee welfare 
organizations, provided the organization consents to the posting. 

We feel it entirely' proper to use. a "non-official" bulletin board 
for this purpose and we are confident that the organizations that 
control these boards will be cooperative. 


It is to be emphasized that we are concerned with the use of official 
time and official bulletin boards and services,. There is no pro¬ 
hibition against Federal employees or organizations thereof selling 
tickets to the showing on their own time or using their own resources, 
outside of official channels, to promote the event.

The FBI is not the only source of the facts about King s 
ackground. Information about his communist connections 
personal escapades is known by many Congressmen and Se^ ./ s 
particularly those in leadership positions. 


It is significant that no such bills have been introduced in 
the Senate. There, such legislation would go to the Judiciary Subc-,m 
mittee on Federal Charters, Holidays and Celebrations. This is chaired 
by Senator Roman Hruska (R-Neb.) and the other member is Senator John 
L. McClellan (D-Ark.). Both these Senators are fully aware of King’s 
background and most certainly would never clear any legislation mailing 
King’s birthday a holiday. Also, Senator James O. Eastland (D-Mis c ), 
Chairman of the Senate Judiciary Committee, and Senator Hugh ScoU 
(R-Penn.), Minority Leader, are aware of King’s background.

A source has advised that the Republic of New Africa (RNA) 
is an all-Negro organization founded in Detroit, Michigan, in 
March, 1968, Robert F• Williams, who was then residing in 
Peking, China, was named as its President-in-Exile. Williams fled 
the United States in 1961 following issuance of a local warrant 
for his arrest on a charge of kidnapping growing out of a racial 
incident in Monroe, North Carolina, He published and broadcast 
hate-type material in Cuba and China prior to his return to the 
United States in September, 1969. 

A second source has advised that the purpose of the 
RNA is to-establish an independent black nation within the 
United States, demanding the States of Alabama, Georgia, 

Louisiana, Mississippi, and South Carolina, in addition to $10,000.00 
per black citizen as payment for 400 years of ancestral slave 
labor. 


A third source advised on March 14, 1969, that an 
army of the RNA, known as the Black Legion, dedicated to black 
freedom and committed to the concept of systematic armed 
revolution, has been established. Black Legion members are 
expected to participate in military training and engage in firearms 
practice. The RNA plans to establish an underground Black Legion 
in addition to an aboveground Black Legion in order to avoid 
detection by the police. 


According to this source, Black Legion members, acting 
as bodyguards at a session of the Second National Convention of 
the RNA in Detroit, Michigan, on March 29, 1969, were involved 
In a shoot-out with members of the Detroit Police Department, 
which resulted in the killing of one policeman and the critical 
wounding of another.

The father of our country, George Washing¬ 
ton, was a man of prayer.

The account of this vision was given in 1859 
by an old soldier. He gave it to a writer, Wesley 
Bradshaw, who published it In the vision God 






revealed to George Washington that three great 
perils would come upon the Republic He was 
given to know that America was going through 
the first peril at that lime. The old soldier who 
told the slury of the vision said that the nation 
would soon see the account verified by the sec¬ 
ond peril descending upon the land. 

We make this publishing of the vision because 
we believe the third, and greatest peril prophe¬ 
sied. is about to strike America. W« will ail do 
well to take heed and make all necBaaary prepa¬ 
ration! 

We give the account here us it wm reprinted 
in the U.S. war veterans' paper The National 
Tribune, in December 1880 The National Tri¬ 
bune is now The Stars and Stripe*. This article 
was reprinted in The Stars and Stripes Decem¬ 
ber 21. 1950. Here is the report of this phe¬ 
nomenal. and most important heavenly message 
for us at this hour. Wesley Bradshaw wrote—

The last time I ever aaw Anthony Sherman 
was on thr tourth of July. 1H59, in Independence 
H*ju»re. lie was then ninety-nine years old, and 
becoming very feeble.

' From the opening of the Revolution w» ex¬ 
perienced all phases of fortune, now good and. 
now ill, one lime victorious and another con¬ 
quered The darkest period we had, I think, was 
when Washington after several reverses, retreat¬ 
ed to Valley Forge, where he resolved to pass 
the winter of 1777. Ah! 1 have often seen the 
tears coursing down our dear commander’s care¬ 
worn cheeks, as he would be conversing with a 
confidential officer about the condition of his 
poor soldiers. You have doubtless heard the 
story of Washington's going to the thicket to 
pray. Well, It was not only true, but he used 
often to pray in secret (or aid and comfort. And 
God brought us safely through the darkest days 
of tribulation. 

■One day, I remember it well, the chilly winds 
whistled through the leafless trees, though the 
sky was cloudless and the sun shone brightly. 
He remained in his quarters nearly all the after¬ 
noon, alone. When he came out I noticed that 
his face was a shade paler than usual, and there 
seemed to be something on his mind of more 


than ordinary Importance Returning just after 
dusk, he dispatched an orderly to the quarters 
of an officer, who was presently in attendance. 
After a preliminary conversation of about half 
an hour, Washington, gazing upon his companion 
with that strange look of dignity which he alone 
could command, said to the latter; 


An Uninvited Guest 

” ‘I do not know whether it Is owing to the 
anxiety of my mind, or what, but this afternoon, 
as 1 was sitting at this table engaged in prepar¬ 
ing a dispatch, something in the apartment 
seemed to disturb me. Looking up, I beheld 
standing opposite me a singularly beautiful be¬ 
ing. So aitoniahed was I, for I had given strict 
orders not to be disturbed that It was some mo¬ 
ments before I found language to Inquire the 
cause of the vixiL A second, a third, and even 
a fourth time did 1 repeat my question, but re¬ 
ceived no answer from my mysterious visitor 
except a alight raising of the eyes. 

"By this time I felt strange sensations spread¬ 
ing through me. I would have risen but the 
riveted gaze of the being before me rendered 
volition impossible. I assayed once more to 
speak, but my tongue had become useless, as if 
paralyzed. A new influence, mysterious, potent. 
Irresistible, took possession of me. Ail I couL<J 
do was to gaze steadily, vacantly at my un¬ 
known visitor. 

"Gradually the surrounding atmosphere seem¬ 
ed to fill with sensations, and grew luminous. 
Everything about me seemed to rarefy, the mys¬ 
terious visitor also becoming more airy and yet 
more distinct to my sight than before. 1 began 
to feel as one dying, or rather to experience 
the sensations which I have sometimes Imagined 
accompany death. I did not think, I did not 
reason, 1 did not move All were alike impos¬ 
sible I was only conscious of gazing fixedly, 
vacantly at my companion. 


Th* Revelation 

"Presently 1 heard a voice saying, ‘Son of the 
Republic, look and learn,* while at the same 
time my visitor extended an arm eastward. 1 
now beheld a heavy white vapor at some dis¬ 
tance rising fold upon fold. This gradually dis¬ 
sipated. and I looked upon a strange scene. Be¬ 
fore me lay, spread out in one vast plain, all 
the countries of the world—Europe, Asia. Africa 
and America. I saw rolling and tossing between 
Europe and America the billows of the Atlantic, 
and between Asia and America lay the Pacific. 
‘Son of the Republic,' said the same mysterious 
voice as before, ‘look and learn.' 


"At that moment I beheld a dark, shadowy 
being, like an angel, standing, or rather floating 
In mid-air, between Europe and America Dip¬ 
ping water out of the ocean in the hollow of 
each hand, he sprinkled some upon America 
with his right hand, while with his left he cast 
some over Europe. Immediately a cloud arose 
from these countries, and joined in mid-ocean. 
For awhile It remained stationary, and then it 
moved slowly westward, until It enveloped Amer¬ 
ica in its murky folds. Sharp flashes of lighten¬ 
ing gleamed through it at intervals, and I heard 
the smothered groans and cries of the American 
people. (This may be interpreted to have been 
the Revolutionay War then in progress ) 


A Great Victory 


"A second time the angel dipped water from 
the ocean and sprinkled it out as before. The 
dark cloud was then drawn back to the ocean, 
in whose heaving billows it sank from view. 

"A third time I heard the mysterious voice 
saying, ‘Son of the Republic, look and learn.' I 
cast my eyes upon America and beheld villages 
and towns and cities springing up one afler an¬ 
other until the whole land from the Atlantic to 
the Pacific was dotted with them. Again. I 
heard the mysterious voice say, ‘Son of the Re¬ 
public. the end of the century comsth. look and 
learn.' 

"And this time the dark shadowy angel turn¬ 
ed his face southward. From Africa I saw an 
ill-omcnod spectre approach our land It flitted 
slowly and heavily over every town and city of 
the latter. The inhabitants presently set them¬ 
selves in battle array against each other. As I 
continued looking I saw a bright angel on whose 
brow rested a crown of light, on which was 
traced the word 'Union,' He was bearing the 
American flag. He placed the flag between the 
divided nation and said 'Remember, ye are 
brethren * 

"Instantly the inhabitants, easting down their 
weapons, became friends once more and united 
around the National Standard. 

"Again I heard the mysterious voice saying. 
Son of the Republic, look and learn.’ At this 
the dark, shadowy angel placed a trumpet to 
his mouth, and blew three distinct blast*; and 
taking water from the ocean, he sprinkled it 
upon Europe, Asia and Africa. 

Frightful — lncr*dibl* 

‘Then my eyes beheld a fearful scene. From 
each of these continents srose thick black ck**as 
that were soon joined Into one. And throughout 
tai« mass there gleamed a dark red light by 


which I saw hordes of armed men. These men 
moving with the cloud, marched by land and 
sailed by sea to America, which country was 
enveloped in the volume of cloud. And I dimly 
saw these vast armies devastate the whole coun¬ 
try and bum the villages, towns and cities which 
I had seen springing up. 

"As my ears listened to the thundering of the 
cannon, clashing of swords, and the shouts and 
cnes of millions in mortal combat, I again heard 
the mysterious voice saying, 'Son of the Repub¬ 
lic, look and learn.* When the voice had ceased, 
the dark shadowy angel placed his trumpet once 
more to his mouth, and blew a long and fearful 
blast 


H*av*n Intervenes 

"Instantly a light as of a thousand suns shone 
down from above me, and pierced and broke in¬ 
to fragments the dark cloud which enveloped 
America. At the same moment the angel upon 
whose head still shone the word Union, and who 
bore our national flag In one hand and a sword 
in the other, descended from the heavens at¬ 
tended by legions of white spirits. These imme¬ 
diately joined the inhabitants of America, who 
I perceived were well-nigh overcome, but who 
Immediately taking courage again, closed up 
ibetr broken ranks and renewed the battle. 

“Again, amid the fearful poise of the conflict 
1 heard the mysterious voice saying, *8on of the 
Aevublic. look and learn.* As the voice r eased, 
the shadowy angel for ihe last time dipped wa¬ 
ter front the ocean and sprinkled It upon Ameri¬ 
ca- Inatantly the dark cloud rolled back, to¬ 
gether with the armiee It had brought, leaving 
the inhabi t an t s of the land victorious. 

Then once more, I beheld the villages, towns 
and cities springing up where I had seen them 
before, while the bright angel, planting the 
*sur* standard he had brought in the midst of 
U*em. cried with a loud voice; 'While the stars 
f * m hA and the hsaveni send down dew upon 
the earth, so long shall the Union last.* And 
**king from his brow the crown on which bls- 
*«wd the word 'Union* he placed it upon the 
Standard whii* the people, kneeling down said. 


Th* Futur* 

The scene instantly began to fade and dis- 
rofre, and t at last saw nothing but the rising. 
Girting vapor I at first beheld. This also dissp- 
and I found myself once more gazing 
the mysterious visitor, who, in the sama 
***** I had beard before, said, 'Son of the Be- 
you have seen is thus interpreted. 



Three great perils will come upon the Republic 
The most fearful for her it the third But the 
whole world united shall not prevail against her 
Let ever>' child or the Republic learn to live for 
his God, his land and Union’ With these wordt 
the vision vanished, and I started from my seat 
ana felt that I had seen a vision wherein had 
been shown me the birth, the progress, and des¬ 
tiny of the United States.'" 

"Such, my friends" the venerable narrator 
concluded, "were the words I heard from Wash¬ 
ington's own lips, and America will do well to 
profit by them ”

There 
were less than ten adults in the parade and the remainder were 
high school age children and younger. 

The parade was under police escort and followed a 
predetermined course to the Pitt County courthouse. It was 
led by JESSE LEE DANIELS, Field Secretary, Pitt County Chapter 
of Southern Christian Leadership Conference (SCLC)• At the 
courthouse, the following individuals made brief speeches about 
injustices to Negroes in Greenville and the United States:

The following was observed by Special Agents 
of the FBI at Birmingham, Alabama, on January 15, 1970: 

A march of approximately 353 persons, consist¬ 
ing of men, women and children, predominantly Negro, 
marched, beginning at 2:30 P.M. from the Metropolitan 
CME Church, 1600 Avenue K, Ensley, Birmingham, to the 
First Baptist Church, 415 Avenue G, Pratt City, Birmingham, 
Alabama, arriving at the First Baptist Church in Pratt City 
at approximately 3:45 P.M. Birthday memorial services 
were held in the First Baptist Church, Pratt City, 
Birmingham, beginning at 3:45 P.M. and estimated attendance 
was 455 persons. 

A program distributed to the marchers and those 
in attendance at the Memorial Service described the march 
and services as "Birthday Memorial Service Commemorating 
Dr. Martin L. King, Jr., sponsored by the Ensley-Pratt City 
Branch, NAACP," Sponsors were Reverend H. L. PARKER, 

Pastor of the First Baptist Church, Pratt City, and Reverend 
F. N. NIXON, President of the NAACP. The services were 
completed at 5:24 P.M., and no incidents were observed 
during either the march or the services.

The following was observed by a Special Agent of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation; 

On January 15, 1970, at 2:20 p.m. a group of 122 
persons composed of two white males, who are known in both 
the black and white communities, approximately 40 juveniles 
and the rest being adult Negroes, marched once around the 
Square at Lexington, Mississippi, a predominately Negro county 
in north central Mississippi, in commemoration of the birthday 
of Reverend Martin Luther King, Jr. A few marchers carried 
pictures of King. One marcher carried a sign bearing the 
initials T. A. C., which stood for Tchula Attendance Center. 
Behind the Negro male carrying this sign were a group of 
teachers who had formerly taught at the Tchula Attendance 
Center prior to its being closed. 

No arrests or incidents took place as a result 
of the march. All of the marchers were well dressed, well 
mannered and the march was conducted in a most dignified 
fashion. 


After circling the Square, the marchers proceeded 
to the Lexington Attendance Center, where a memorial program 
was held.

With respect to the matters you discussed, information 
concerning the alleged communist affiliations of Martin Luther King, 
whether substantiated or not, cannot be released because of Depart¬ 
ment of Justice regulations regarding ail matters of a confidential 
nature. At a press conference on November 18, 1864, I made the 
statement that King was the most notorious liar in the country. I did 
so because he had grossly distorted the facts concerning our Special 
Agents handling civil rights investigations in the South. 

I can understand the concern which prompted you to 
write and I can assure you we will endeavor to discharge our respon¬ 
sibilities in the internal security field with the highest degree of 
thoroughness and dispatch.

THE SCOTT REPORT 
By Paul Scott 

Washington, June 16: Public airing of the FBI's recordings of 
private conversations Dr. Martin Luther King conducted with 
his protest advisers could go a long way toward changing the 
image of the slain civil rights leader. 

Summaries of the recordings, as revealed to members of a 
House Appropriation Subcommittee, headed by Representa¬ 
tive John J. Rooney (D. N.Y.), clearly indicate that King was 
in direct contact with one of the most influential communists 
in the U.S. 

With leads obtained from their electronic eavesdropping, the 
FBI was able to confirm that this Kremlin agent, whose in¬ 
fluence extended into the highest ranks of the Communist Par¬ 
ty, USA, was one of King’s ghost writers and chief advisers,on 
protest strategy. 

In addition to the evidence gained from the King recordings, 
the FBI succeeded in taking several photographs of the civil 
rights leader meeting with this covert communist operator at 
one of the major U.S. airports. 

King, whose assassination in Memphis, Tenn., in April, 1 %K, 
is still carried as an “open investigation” by the FBI. was first 
put under government surveillance in J9M when the late Rob¬ 
ert Kennedy was Attorney General. 

Although Kennedy after leaving the Justice Department de¬ 
nied any knowledge of King’s surveillance, FBI and Justice De¬ 
partment records show he authorized the inquiry during a con¬ 
ference attended by FBI Director J. Edgar Hoover, then Dep¬ 
uty Attorney General Nicholas de Katzenbach, and another 
high-ranking FBI aide. 

The surveillance of King, now under fire by several large 
East Coast newspapers, was the outgrowth of information that 
the FBI agents obtained during its investigation of another 
national security case. 

When King’s name was mentioned several times by one of 
the persons under surveillance in the case, it was decided that 
the civil rights leader should be placed under close observa¬ 
tion. 

The FBI inquiry, which continued for several years, involved 
King’s trips to Sweden and East Germany as well as his prepa¬ 
rations to lead the t<xalled “Poor Army Campaign” to dis¬ 
rupt Washington. 

FOR THE RECORD — These and other still secret details 
of King’s activities were revealed by FBI Director J. Edgar 
Hoover to members of the Rooney subcommittee shortly be¬ 
fore the civil rights leader was slain. 

Deeply concerned about King’s plans to disrupt Washington, 
the legislators had requested the briefings so they would be pre¬ 
pared to blunt his assault on Congress should that become 
necessary. 

So alarming was the FBI’s data on King that the lawmakers /. 


took the extraordinary step of briefing House Speaker John 
McCormack. Tins information along with other material fur- i 
nished by the FBI caused McCormack to make extensive prep¬ 
arations. including the alerting of military units, to defend the 1 
Capitol against King's plans to cause massive disruption. 

The House Democratic leaders, all strong supporters of the 
late President Kennedy, were reputedly shocked at the gutter- 
type language King used in private conversations about the 
late President. 

Other recordings in the FBI files dealt extensively with his 
private hie, acco^dnig to the legislators, and showed that there 
were two Kings one the public knew and the other known 
only to his closest friends and the FBI. 

Although no government agency or commission has made a 
study uf King’s long-range strategy of Protest, there is enough • ! 
evidence in the files of the FBI to show that King’s goal was to 
create a mass protest movement. With the movement. King and 
his advisers hoped to force a radical change in this country's 
lotm of government. 

King's leadership task was to give the over-all movement 
“motion” and an acceptable “image” that would attract mill¬ 
ions ol negroes, young people, the poor, clergy, and those dis¬ 
enchanted with the Vietnam war. 

His tactics in changing his protest leadership from one of 
civil rights to anti-war, anti-poverty, and anti-government dur¬ 
ing the closing days of his life were part of this grand strategy. 

MOKE TO C OME Whether most of these FBI recordings, 
since many of them deal with national security cases still under 
investigation, will ever be Tevealcd by the Nixon Administra¬ 
tion is conjectural. 

Should supporters of King, however, pump new life into 
the stalled drive in Congress to create a national holiday honor¬ 
ing him, demands could become forth-coming from anti-King 
legislators that Hoover be called to testify. If that occurs, the 
“Marlin Luther King tapes” could, become big news. 

Fur now, the only public confirmation of the King record¬ 
ings comes from Houston Federal Judge Joe Ingraham's hear¬ 
ing involving the case of former heavy weight boxing champion 
Cassius Clay. 

Testimony by FBI agents in the Houston hearing revealed 
that conversations of King and Clay were recorded. In one in- | 
stance. Judge Ingraham pronounced it a matter of national se¬ 
curity and refused to let it be made public. ■’ 

Clay, convicted of draft dodging in June, 1967, and sen¬ 
tenced to five years in prison, is appealing his conviction. The 
U.S. Supreme Court ordered Ingraham to hold a hearing to see 
whether illegal wiretaps testimony was used to convict Clay. 

Both the movement to mark King’s birthday as a national 
holiday and the Houston court hearing clearly indicate that the 
final chapter in the Martin King story is yet to be written. 
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Your letter of October 30th, with enclosure, has 
been received and I appreciate the interest which prompted you 
to write and furnish me your views. 

In reply to your inquiry concerning alleged com¬ 
munist affiliations of ^Martin Lu t hernfaq g, fr. 9 information of 
this type, whether substantiated or not, cannot be released 
because of Department of Justice regulations relative to all mat¬ 
ters of a confidential nature. I regret I cannot be of assistance 
in this instance.

BILL COULD WRECK FEDERAL RESERVE 

TWENTY-FIVE BANKERS — the largest in the nation 
were asked to hold the line on interest rates by Treasury 
Secretary David M. Kennedy on July 27. 

However, no promises were made , and small businessmen 
have begun to worry since fast month's 8h% historic in 
crease on lending interest . 

Chairman Wnght Patman (D.,Texas) of the House Bank¬ 
ing Committee, called on Nixon to decide whether the 
Secretary should be removed from office. He said: 

'The Secretary had the 25 largest bankers in the room for 
2V» hours and he could not bring himself to speak up for 
the American public and ask for a roll back in interest rates. 

In my opinion, the Secretary has abdicated his office." 

William McChesne y Martin attended the meeting , and was 
reported as smiling throughout the meeting . . But Wright 
Patman may have the last laugh on Martin . 

Patman introduced a bill (H. ft. 27 ) which may destroy the * 
Centra l Banking System which has looted the world, and 
made perpetual debtors of all Americans - the most pro¬ 
ductive people since time began. 

Patman made Martin admit in a Con g ressional hearin g that 
the Federal Reserve holds $52 billion in Government Secur ¬ 
ities paid for in full , but on which the American people are 
still paying interest. 

Patman pointed out that this should be subtracted from 
the national debt. 

If the Federal Reserve System breaks up and Congress 
regains its Constitutional right to mint money, the United 
States would fas t become financially solvent. 

An organization of international money-lenders and users, 
who have usurped the right of the American people to coin - 
their own money, and have made the American people 
pay for it, now have been caught charging the American 
people for a debt that has already been paid. 

The international bankers will no doubt put millions out 
to destroy the new bill. That will be a small price to pay for 
their hold over this country. 

DELLINGER: 'THE MAN IN RED" 
at PARIS TALKS 

NEW LEFT LEADER David Dellinger's representing the 
United States of America in prisoner negotiation with the 
North Vietnamese in Paris , has shocked Americans, and 
utterly shaken members' of Congress faith in Secretary of 
State. William P. Rogers. 

Members of the House Committee on InternaI Security , 
under the prodding of Representative Albert Watson fff., & 
CJ, demanded "an explanation of this sordid and unbeliev¬ 
able episode". 


Representative Watson wrote to Rogers: "As a member of 
the House Committee on Internal Security, I have had an 
opportunity to question Dellinger at length ... He is 
dedicated to the overthrow of the United States Govern¬ 
ment ... By his own admission, the radical brand of com¬ 
munism is appealing to him. To even entertain the idea of 
allowing David Dellinger to in any way, officially or un¬ 
officially, represent the United States is one of the most 
preposterous schemes I've heard in my over twenty years of 
public service." 

Dellinger was under indictment for his criminal acts in 
inciting a riot, violation of Title 18, Section 2101 of the 
United States Code, at the time he represented the United 
States. 

ANTI-SEMITISM AT ALL TIME HIGH 
IN THE U.S. 

ANTI-SEMITISM IS AT ALL TIME HIGH in the United 
States, according to the Jewish Times . 

Boris Smolar, a columnist in the Times, noted that many 
white Christians and Negroes openly and strongly are anti- 
Jewish. 

"It ^anti semitism) is beginning to show signs of becoming 
an acceptable subject after falling into disrepute for more 
than a quarter of a century", he said. 

The National Jewish Community Relations Advisory 
Council blamed the new open feeling against Jews on Arab 
propaganda in this country. 

The N.C.R.A.C. predicted the expansion of this anti- 
Jewish propaganda in "every sphere of American public 
life, including campuses, churches, church organizations, 
th# mass media and public forums". 

According to the NEC's study on this problem we have 
found only one Arab organization which puts out much 
anti-Jewish propaganda, and that is only on the Israeli 
question. This organization is the Arab Palestine Delegation 
to the U.N. 

According to our study the growing anti-semitic feeling 
has several causes: 

(1) Israeli aggression against the Arabs. In spite of massive 
propaganda by the powerful Jewish-owned press and tele¬ 
vision for Israel's seizure of Arab lands . Americans feel that 
Israel under the protection of the U.S. has been a war¬ 
monger of the worst type, and that American Jews are 
aiding and abetting what js even against the best interests 
of the United States . 

(2) Many liberal and left-wing groups such as The Anti- 
Defamation League, Civil Liberties Union, Lawyers Guild, 
League for Industrial Democracy, American Lea^e for 
Peace and Democracy, American Committee for Protection 
of Foreign Bom, American Peace Crusade, Americans for

Democratic Action are composed largely of Jews. 

Revolutionary groups of the New Left as S.D.S. are re¬ 
ported to be one-half to two-thirds Jewish. The average 
American feels that many of these organizationsare led by 
Jews. 

(3) Jewish owned newspapers, magazines, T.V., and movies, 
end Jewish writers, book authors, and motion picture pro¬ 
ducers, often support or are identified with pornography. 
(4} Jewish insistence in many cities and towns on abolishing 
Christian traditions in schools and public places . These 
predominantly Christian towns resem being forced to aban¬ 
don the Christmas tree, the singing of Carols and prayer in 
the schools. 

(5) Forcing of membership for Jews by political pressure on 
hitherto private clubs. 

(6) Political harassment by the Anti-Defamation League 
etc., of conservative organizations who are not anti-Jewish, 
but simply patriotic.

SENATOR JACOB JAVITS led the way "in giving aid and 
comfort to the enemy " in the 90th Congress .

MARTIN LUTHER KING 

Christian Century, a leading non-denominationa / weekly 
recently proposed on its editorial page that churches - 
Protestant and Catholic - canonize Martin Luther King . 

On June ^7 on the House floor. Rep. Robert A. Liggitt, 
eulogized King , "as a leader in the fight against commun ¬ 
ism" .

Congressman George W. Andrews placed an account of 
King's national car theft ring in the Congressional Record in 
1966, but the Justice Department had instructions from 
L.B.J. to protect his image , and refused to let the F.B.I.

"Other purposes " sneaked into the bill are: Obligations of 
membership in international multilateral organizations — 
$130,187,000; community relations services — $3,077,000;

- $10,000,000.

One of the prototypes of today’s pulpit politician 
was ljic Rev. Dr. Martin Luther King.

“The American people have learned, a little at a time, 
of his close association with such identified subver¬ 
sives as Abner W. Berry, Myles Horton, Janies Doni- 
browski, Bayard Rustin, Jack H.O’Dell, Carl and Anne 
Braden, Herbert Aptliekcr, Elizabeth Gurley Flynn, 
Gus Hall, Dorothy Ray Healy. Mike Zaearcil. John 
Abt, Daniel Rubin, and Arnold Johnson, all func¬ 
tionaries and officials of the Communist Party and all 
close ‘advisers,’ ‘aides,’ and ‘assistants’ of King. 

“The close ties between King and such latter-day 
subversives as Janies and Dianne Bevel.

"The surveillance of King, now under fire by several 
large East Coast newspapers, was the outgrowth of 
information that the FBI agents obtained during its 
investigation of another national security ease. 

"The FBI inquiry, which continued for several years, 
involved King's trips to Sweden and East Germany as 
well as his preparations to lead the so-called ‘Poor 
Army Campaign* to disrupt Washington. 

"These and other still secret details of King’s 
activities were revealed by FBI Director J. Edgar 
Hoover to members of the Rconcy subcommittee 
shortly before the civil rights leader was slain. 

"So alarming was the FBI’s data on King that the 
lawmakers took the extmouijnrj-y step of briefing 
llo-^e Speaker John McCormack . This information 
along with other material furnished by the FBI 
caused McCormack to make extensive preparations, 
including the alerting of military units, to defend the 
Capitol against King’s plans to cause massive disrup¬ 
tion. 

"The House Democratic leaders, all strong supporters 
of the late President Kennedy, were reputedly 
shocked at the gutter-type language King used in 
private con versa t ions about the late President. 

“Other recordings in the FBI files dealt extensively 
with his private life, according to the legislators, and 
showed that there were two Kings- one the public 
knew an J the other known only to his closest friends 
and the FBI.

~ The storm that has developed, however, is not over 
the fact ihai King iia> been aveakd as a threat to *>ur 
national security (which was pretty obvious even 
without FBI tapes); the furore has arisen because the 
FBI dared to look behind King’s false front. The 
image-makers don’t like to have their work disturbed 
and they are therefore demanding to know who was 
responsible for this dastardy deed and was it LEGAL?

It all supposedly began back when Robert Ken¬ 
nedy first assumed the office of Attorney General. 
Anarticle in the WASHINGTON POST of June 20,1969 
quotes those inevitable "reliable sources;” 

"Other sources who held high positions in the 
Justice Department under Kennedy said the Attorney 
General approved the tap on Dr. King only after 
the FBI had urged him to 'over and ever again* for 
two years because the FBI believed Dr. King was 
either a communist or a tool of the Communist Party. 

"During Kennedy’s first two weeks as Attorney 
General in early 1961, the other sources said, the FBI 
came to Kennedy and said that Dr. King was deeply 
involved with two members of the Communist 
Party." 

The main dispute seems to be over the question of 
who was worried about King’s Marxist leanings and 
connections. According to the WASHINGTON STAR 
of June 19,1969: 

"Hoover said the FBI has a memorandum in its files 
from (Courtenay) Evans to Hoover, dated in June, 
1963. Evans reported that Kennedy said he was 
concerned about allegations that King was a student 
and believer in Marxism. Evans reported in the memo 
to the FBI director, Hoover said, that the attorney 
general was alarmed by alleged associations between 
King and a New Yorker with Marxist connections. 
Kennedy asked Evans, the memorandum said, 
whether it would be feasible to install electronic 
devices to monitor King’s conversations in an effort 
to discover the extent of a possible threat to national 
security." 

It certainly would seem very two-faced for Bobby 
Kennedy to have publicly been Kings’s buddy while 
tapping his phones behind his back. It might even 
interfere with portions of the Kennedy Legend. 
However, the information gleaned by the FBI did not 
seem to upset Bobby a bit and he continued to 
cooperate with King. He must have seen things as 
they were and said.

We have never investigated Mrs. King. Our files 
contain numerous references to her in connection with her husband*s 
activities and her own activities in pacifist organizations 
such as the Women’s International League for Peace and Freedom. 


Book Review 


In her acknowledgment at the front of the book Mrs. King 
stated that Stanley Levi son had read the entire manuscript 
and had offered many useful suggestions. She also acknowledged 
the valuable legal and personal assistance she got from Harry 
Wachtel. Later in the book she said Levi son and Wachtel were 
two of King’s dear friends and that King sought their advice 
and used them as sounding boards for his ideas. She said 
Levison always worked in the background and his contribution 
was indispensable. She added that Levison and Wachtel were 
two of the most important supporters of her husband's work 
and that they continued to assist her in many valuable ways 
to this day.

In the epilogue to her book Mrs. King thanked the 
people who sent checks to continue her husband 1 s work and those 
who sent checks specifically to the children and herself. She 
said she had used these gifts to assist her in setting up and 
maintaining a staff and an office to handle the large volume of 
mail and "the myriad requests made of me.” 

This selfless, magnanimous, decorous attitude is belied 
by Mrs. King's actual shrewd, calculatingjJbusinesslike activities. 
In August, 1968, To 11 owTng^KirTg's death in April, 1968, Levison 
and Harry Belafonte, the Negro entertainer, conferred oft 
B^^fonte's concern over a request by Mrs. King for fifty .percent 
of an SCLC fund.

However, 
he is pictured in the book as anticommunist. 

This book contains a number of quotes from King's 
writings and sermons as it traces chronologically the activities 
of his life. It is a history of his activities, all of which 
are well-known with little insight into his personality and 
personal feelings. 

Mentions of FBI 


The author mentions the FBI on pages 103, 124, 137, 

200, 220, and 279. All of these references except that on 
page 200, are not derogatory, describing the FBI's arrests of 
nine white men after an attack on Freedom Riders in Anniston, 
Alabama; a phone call to Mrs. King by President Kennedy telling 
her the FBI had been to see King in Birmingham in April, 1963, 
and telling her he was all right; the quick FBI apprehension of 
four Klansmen after the murder of Mrs. Viola Liuzzo; and the 
FBI's action in searching for James Earl Ray after King's murder. 
The only derogatory mention of the Bureau is on page 200 which 
deals with the Director calling King "the most notorious liar in 
the country," because King had been telling civil rights workers 
in Albany, Georgia, not to report racial incidents to the FBI 
because they were Southerners and would take no action. The author 
termed this "patently absurd," and he said the Director had never 
been a champion of civil rights or liberties.

The FBI passed 
on a report to President John¬ 
son, dated Feb. 20,1968, quoting 
Newcombe as saying that Dr. 
King “has been having an illicit 
love affair with the wife o! a 
prominent Negro dentist in Los 
Angeles since 1962. 

“King calls this woman every 
Wednesday and meets her in 
various cities throughout the 
country. 

“The source related an inci¬ 
dent which occurred some time 
ago in a New York City hotel, 
where King was intoxicated at a 
small gathering. King threat¬ 
ened to leap from the 13th floor 
window of the hotel 1! this 
woman would not say she loved 
him.” 

The role of sex in politics —
